Eien months after a spoonful of Indiana 


soil arrived in Brooklyn, it was at work saving 


human lives. 

A feverish 2-year-old lay in a_ hospital 
fighting a losing battle against blood poison- 
ing. Her temperature flared to 103 degrees. 
Penicillin injections were useless as so much 
water. Germs in the little girl’s blood stream 
weren't touched by the drug. Her doctors 
then turned to something new—something 
which, until a few weeks before, had been a 
chemical secret stubbornly held by the good 
earth. The tiny patient swallowed capsules 
containing a light yellow powder. In 24 
hours her temperature was down to normal. 
Two days more, and, except for the ominous 
record of her charts, no one would have 
dreamed that she had had an overwhelming 
illness. 

A middle-aged man was desperately sick 
with a kidney infection. His urine was 
loaded with pus that swarmed with a hallf- 
dozen virulent germ families. Every known 
antibiotic was tried: several of the sulfas. 
The germs rolled with the punches. Nothing 
touched them—until he swallowed some 
yellow-powder capsules. They came through 
with a quick knockout. In three days he was 
well on the road to full recovery. 

These cases were chosen at random from 
hundreds of similar ones that doctors are 
reporting in their tests of a new drug. The 


drug is not, of course, a hopped-up concen- 
trate of Indiana farmland. It is a purified 
form of a chemical that happened to be pro- 
duced by a particular mold that happened to 
be working in that fabulous spoonful of 
soil. Chemists of Charles Pfizer & Company, 
a hundred-year-old Brooklyn firm, turned it 
up during their screening of 100,000 soil 
samples from all corners of the earth. When 
trials proved the drug to be a brilliant new 
weapon against scores of disease germs most 
deadly to man, the Pfizer Company 
world’s largest manufacturer of antibiotic 
drugs— got into mass production with un- 
heard-of speed. They named the new drug 
terramycin. 


ry” 

r rramycin is an antibiotic, a technical 
way of saying that it stifles the life processes 
of germs so the patient can get well. To the 
Big Four of antibiotics—penicillin, strepto- 
mycin, aureomycin, chloromycetin—a fifth 
partner has been added. One of its advan- 
tages, shared by some of the others, is that 
not a wince or a needle prick has been re- 
ported in the flood of case histories that is 
breaking in medical journals. Terramycin 
is swallowed, not injected. And it is so free 
from toxic effects that dosages for children 
are just as big as for adults. 

You wonder what terramycin is good for

already prescribed it for some in- 
fection that had the family on the 
anxious seat). It is highly effective 
in the very diseases that are most 
likely to blast any family’s health. 

[n virus pneumonia, for instance, 
terramycin brings most cases down 
to normal temperature in 24 hours. 
Whooping cough, deadly to in- 
fants, proved vulnerable to terra- 
mycin in child cases treated at 
Freedmen’s Hospital in Washing- 
ton. Some youngsters stopped 
whooping the first day, others by 
the third day. Streptococcal infec- 
tions, always serious—erysipelas, 
septic sore throat, tonsillitis—are hit 
close to dead center by terramycin 
So are the pneumonias 


Pvctiatiy you don’t worry about 
amoebic dysentery, unless you re- 
member the Chicago epidemic that 
included Texas Guinan in its death 
roll. But public health authorities 
assert that 1 person out of 10 in the 
population plays host to amoebas 
in the intestinal tract. Some main- 
tain that its our most ignored, 
least known, public health prob- 
lem. Like as not, the chronic 
victim won't know what's the mat- 
ter with him, and he guesses that 
what he needs is a “‘tonic”’ or vita- 
mins to cure his lack of pep. Ter- 
ramycin goes after the sly amoeba 
with vigor, since the drug remains 
active in the intestinal tract 

All the venereal diseases are high- 
ly vulnerable to terramycin. A 
single l-gram dose cures most 
cases of acute gonorrhea, it has 
been concluded from treatment of 
73 patients at Gallinger Municipal 
Hospital in Washington. Syphilis 
germs disappeared from local sites 
within 24 to 48 hours in patients 
who had primary or secondary 
syphilis. Blood tests were negative 
a month later 

We already have antibiotics that 
are effective against one or another 
of the diseases mentioned. Long 
before terramycin, other drugs top- 
pled pneumonia from its high posi- 
tion in the list of killers, and prac- 
tically guaranteed that no child 
of yours will ever have to undergo 
mastoid surgery as a complication 
of middle-ear infection. No one 
hunts any longer for some lone, 
supreme Magic Bullet against ve- 
nereal diseases. We already have 
several magic bullets, of which ter- 
ramycin is the latest, but not the 


last 


W hy, then, does terramycin make 


news that is vital to you? 

Its speed of development “from 
dirt to drug” is a foretaste of things 
to come. The 8 months required to 
find, prove, and mass-produce ter- 
ramycin are a mere wink of time 
compared to 12 years for penicillin. 
At the turn of the century, one 
really revolutionary new ° drug 
every 25 years was considered first- 
rate progress. With our new know- 
how, manufacturers are going to 
be popping new antibiotics at a 
rate that would have seemed fan- 
tastic even five years ago. Several 
exciting ones are almost ready for 
release. Terramycin merely under- 
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scores a revolution in family health 
that we simply can’t appreciate 
unless we remember what a strep 
throat or typhoid infection or an 
explosive pneumonia did to some 
member of the family 10 years ago. 
The antibiotics are dooming most 
of mankind to die of some degen- 
erative disease. For they are com- 
ing very close to eliminating infec- 
tion as a deadly threat to humans. 


‘Ee great exception has been 
and remains—the virus diseases. 
Right here terramycin makes news 
that has many a researcher sitting 
on the edge of his chair. It was a 
medical milestone when aureo- 
mycin and chloromycetin scored 
against such virus or virus-like dis- 
eases as parrot fever, shingles, and 
virus pneumonia. Terramycin goes 
a little further. It is the first anti- 
biotic to show activity against the 
virus of human influenza. 

The only flu cases incontestably 
“cured” by terramycin have been 
in sick eggs. Fertile eggs were inoc- 
ulated with virus of the Influenza 
A strain. Terramycin was then 
given. In large doses, the drug 
blitzed the virus. It’s one thing to 
cure an egg, quite another to cure 
a human flu victim. We won’t 
know whether terramycin can snap 
you out of the flu until it has had a 
thorough shakedown in thousands 
of human patients 


| vores promise that viruses do 
have weak spots in their armor is 
seen in terramycin’s effectiveness 
against shingles. If you've had 
shingles, you know that the pain of 
inflamed nerve endings around the 
chest.can be excruciating, but you 
may not know that a virus is to 
blame. Oddly, it is the same virus 
that causes chicken pox in young- 
sters, or so most workers believe 
Children have been known to 
“catch” chicken pox from an adult 
who had shingles, and vice versa 
It is too early to say. whether ter- 
ramycin will be of any use against 
chicken pox, but it is effective 
against the same virus in shingles 
lerramycin generally routs virus 
pneumonia in three days at the 
most. You could chalk this up as 
another virus victory, except that a 
virus hasn’t been positively proved 
to be responsible. There are rea- 
sons for suspecting a virus, but doc- 
tors noncommittally call the disease 
primary atypical pneumonia. 

We have no drug that is any 
good at all as a specific cure for 
virus diseases we dread the most: 
polio, smallpox, measles, mumps, 
the common cold, and others not so 
common. If you had asked a virus 
expert a few years ago, ‘““When will 
we have a good, safe drug against 
virus diseases?”’ his answer would 
likely have been: “Never.” 

He could marshal impressive 
reasons for defeatism. A virus is a 
rank parasite. It exists only inside 
living cells. Living cells are what 
we're made of. To poison a virus 
with some chemical agent, you’d 
have to get the substance inside the 
cells. This would probably poison

a America is more battle-scarred than most Ameri- 
cans realize. If your family lives or vacations in the East, 
there may literally be a battlefield almost in your back 
yard. And the West is liberally sprinkled with places where 
Americans fought Mexicans and Indians to a bloody finish 
for what is now farmland and factories and places like 
Houston, Hot Springs, and Hollywood. 

You don’t go to visit a battlefield. You just stop. Hun- 
dreds of historic spots are no more than a marker. You slow 
down, one of the kids reads it, and dull, uninteresting little 
places come to life. Instead of junk yards and juke joints, 
you see Lee on the way, confidently to Gettysburg or sadly 
to Appomattox, Sherman throwing away his whiskey bottle 
and charging up the ridge at Chattanooga, Stonewall Jack- 
son riding into a twilight ambush of his own men, Custer 
cockily leading his 265 cavalrymen into the jaws of the whole 
Sioux nation. 


The more important battlefields and forts—many of them 
operated by the National Park Service—are worth stopping 
at a little longer. Most of them have museums and guides 
and places to picnic. But whether you stay half an hour or 
half a day, you'll take away a play-by-play feeling of ovr 
country’s greatness that you can get nowhere else in 
America. 

Take Gettysburg. You drive along a pleasant, slightly 
winding road, in and out among small clumps of trees, un- 
der the warm sun of July.

if your dreams of a terrace seem 
beyond the possibilities of your 
small city lot, stop dreaming and 
get to work on that terrace. It is 
possible, and we proved it 

We live on a corner lot in Lea- 
side, a suburb of Toronto, Canada 
From the side entrance we could 
get to the rear yard, but unless it 
was the dead of night, we were 
fully exposed to public view. We 
wanted to use our yard for sun- 
bathing, for outside dining, for 
plain, undisguised loafing, but not 
with everyone else watching. 

The actual solution is simple. 
Convert a likely window on the 
rear into a door, build steps to get 
you from floor level to ground, then 
landscape for privacy. If you 
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choose your window well, execu- 
tion is simple, too. We chose a 
bedroom window to replace; we 
had no other choice. But we had to 
move a radiator, and it added to 
our Costs. 

Our original intention was to 
raise the terrace level up to bed- 
room floor level, enclose the terrace 
with a hedge, and use an awning 
for shade. We found, however, that 
at this elevated stage we would be 
more in the public eye than ever, or 
at least until the hedge grew 10 
feet high. We left the terrace at 
ground level and used an umbrella.

Drapery treatment with vertical fabric blinds is had by using deep- 
colored side panels, with white panels in the center. When partly 
opened, light-colored center louvers give pleasing translucent effect 


me soft effect of a curtaining treatment 


and the convenient light control of louvered 


blinds are combined in new vertical blinds of 


sunfast fabric. Blind slats of acetate rayon are 
available in colors to harmonize or contrast 
with other colors in the decorative scheme 
of a room. 

The fabric used in the blinds is a hard sur- 
face material which sheds dust, and because 
the fabric panels are hung vertically, the new 
blinds stay clean. When cleaning is necessary, 
the panels or slats of the blinds are easy to 
remove, can be washed by hand, returned to 
frames while still damp. No ironing necessary. 

The same material used as panels in the 
new blinds can be purchased by the yard in 
department stores, cornices can be covered 
with matching material, and it’s possible to 
match blinds and bedspreads, for example, or 
other room decoration. 

The panels of the blinds are controlled by a 
concealed rod. When open, the blinds do not 
interfere with the view: when closed, they af- 
ford complete privacy 

Vertical blinds lend themselves to drapery 
effects; white, off-white, or gray center panels 
can be paired with darker contrasting side 
louvers (as shown here). Or the light, trans- 
lucent panels can be used to get the effect of 
glass curtains in combination with draperies.

Plants wilt without friendly fungi 


If you’ve had bad luck trying to grow pines, azaleas, 
rhododendrons, trailing arbutus, or certain other 
acid-soil plants from seed outside their native range, 
lack of fungi may be your trouble. Certain fungi live 
on the roots of many of these plants. They cause no 
disease, but on the contrary, seem to be necessary to 
the plant’s growth. Scientists aren’t quite agreed on 
what they do, but without the fungi, the plants fail. 

For this reason, you had better purchase plants with 
a ball of earth for your first plantings if you are trying 
to grow these acid-soil plants away from their native 
haunts. These old plants will harbor the fungi, which 
will then spread through the rest of the bed. 


You can feed plants through leaves 


The new idea of feeding plants through the leaves is 
one that you may want to try in your own garden, for 
novelty if for no other reason. Dissolve 3 ounces of 
urea or uramon in 4 gallons of water. This is enough 
for 100 feet of leafy row crops like spinach, lettuce, 
or cabbage, which need lots of nitrogen. Leave part 
of the row untreated as a check. In most soils, the 
difference in growth will amaze you. 


New vegetable may edge spinach out 


A new green vegetable from Java threatens to push 
faithful old spinach right off the American dinner 
table. The vegetable is called Florida spinach, but in 
spite of its name, will grow over most of the United 
States. It is low in fiber and high in vitamins, and 
tastes better than regular spinach. Best of all, it has no 
oxalic acid, the chemical which makes spinach and 
beet greens hard for some people to digest. It will be 
marketed in a limited way for the first time this year, 
frozen or canned. It will probably appear in American 
seed catalogs next year. 


Clay pots harm plants 


Some time ago, I reported that scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois had discovered why African-violets 
lost their lower leaves. The leaves were killed by rest- 
ing on the rims of clay pots in which soil chemicals 
have collected. Since then, I have observed that 
primulas, gloxinias, cinerarias, and cyclamen are also 
damaged by the same chemicals, although not always 
in the same degree. You can prevent the damage by 
using a glazed pot, by dipping the upper rim of a clay 
pot in paraffin, or by covering the pot rim with tin foil.

Chemical “lawn mower” has limitations 


Last year, tests indicated that the new chemical, 
maleic hydrazide, might replace the lawn mower. 
The substance slowed down plant growth, made grass 
stay at practically the same height for four weeks after 
spraying. But now it looks as though you'd better 
hang onto your mower for a while longer. New tests 
show that grass will stand two sprayings with maleic 
hydrazide, but three sprays a season will kill the grass 
as completely as any chemical weed killer. 

Scientists are now checking to find whether a lawn 
will stand two sprayings a season, year after year. If it 
will, you may have to mow your lawn only toward the 
close of the summer. Maleic hydrazide, incidentally, is 
still experimental, and is not for sale. 


Scientists seek flowering secret 


The reason why plants flower may be the next secret 
of nature to be cracked. Scientists at the great Belts- 
ville Station of the Department of Agriculture have 
discovered a blue pigment which is closely linked to 
the flowering of plants. It seems to act as a starter to 
affect flowering, and scientists think that the same 
process controls such things as bulbing of onions, 
formation of potato tubers, and lengthening of stems 
ol erTasses. 

The discovery of such a key chemical in plant 
growth could be important enough to change the en- 
tire economy of the world if it could be made artificial- 
ly or extracted cheaply. It would mean bigger crops 
from less land, extracting less plant food from the soil. 


Superior bug killer soon available 


Science moves so rapidly that yesterday’s dream be- 
comes fact almost overnight. About three years ago, I de- 
scribed a perfect insecticide for use on vegetables up to 
a few days before harvest. It would be nonpoisonous 
to man, would be sure-kill for most pests, would give 
quick knockdown so that nimble bugs like leaf hop- 
pers couldn't fly out of the way, and would have an 
irritating action to stir up the insects so that they 
could be more easily killed. 

Today that ideal insecticide is an accomplished 
fact. It is called CPR for short, and contains rotenone, 
synthetic pyrethrum, and a chemical which irritates 
and stirs up insects. Under various trade names, CPR 
will be on the market for use in gardens this vear. Al- 
though designed for vegetables, it is just as effective 
against most pests of flowers. 


Tuberous begonias need sun 


If your tuberous begonias are a disappointment this 
summer, it may be that they are in too heavy shade. 
Although these beautiful flowers are one of the most 
popular and colorful of shade-loving plants, recent 
tests by the Men’s Garden Clubs of America prove 
that they have to have some sun to do their best. 

Begonias do best, report some 60 testers, if grown 
where they get morning sun up to 10 or 11 in 
the morning. In hot sections, this sun should be filtered 
through the leaves of thinly foliaged trees like honey 
locust or high-trimmed elms. Now, when trees are 
covered with leaves, is the time to select the right spot 
for next year’s begonias.

Soak your newly planted iris with water to settle soil and insure plenty 
of moisture at roots. Top may be cut back part way if desired, but it's 
not essential. Give water during dry periods. New roots and top growth 
will develop to give you strong plants for next secson's performance 


An iris clump may be small and still need lifting. The small 
iris clump above has soft rot (caused by bacteria) in the 
rhizomes, causing the leaves to fall over. Give a slight pull 
and the leaves come away easily. The rotting rhizomes have 
a foul odor. Soft rot is the most serious bearded iris disease

What makes a little house big? 


High building costs have shrunk the houses we 
are building today. But here is proof, again, 
that even a small house, well designed, can 
seem big as all outdoors. 

Does this house appeal to you? If it does, 
there are two long-range objectives you should 
keep in mind when you build. 

First, you'll want openness. It starts with 
selection of your site. You'll need a controlled 
view, be it only 40 feet of really private garden. 

Then, to take advantage of the site, you need 
liberal use of glass. There are no longer any 
mechanical reasons why you can’t have win- 
dows as large as you like. 

Given vista and a means of appreciating it, 
seek openness inside the house, too.

And rightfully so. You can’t be happy in a house that is not 
planned primarily for the convenience and comfortable 
living of you who must live in it. 

You won’t be happy, either, in a house that isn’t attrac- 
tive outside. When you build or buy, avoid these 10 mis- 
takes like the plague. There are many more, but these are 
the most common faults to beware, whether your house is 
one story or two, Cape Cod or modified Ranch type. They 
are honest mistakes, usually, but here is one time when hon- 
esty doesn’t happen to be the best policy. 


Scallops never look well outside 


Hot out of a deep-fat fryer, scallops are a taste treat. 
But scallops on a house are in bad taste. Just as a sim- 
ple roof is the most attractive, a straight, clean eave 
line can’t be improved. If you're partial to scallops, put 
them inside, and use with a great deal of discretion. 

The houses at the left are identical except for shape 
of cornice, trim of window box, and gable end. Yet the 
house with scallops looks like a circus tent. 





Plant your house well into the ground 


A house that sticks too high out of the ground is like a 
woman with her slip showing: it’s good for a laugh but 
it looks terrible. On top of that, it’s inexcusable. You 
save some money by digging a foundation no deeper 
than frostline, but you use up your saving adding front 
and rear steps, and landscaping the house so it will 
look less like a freak. 

If you build on damp land, parge the foundation 
walls so they are watertight. You'll get as much light 
and almost as much ventilation by using ample win- 
dow wells as you will by sticking windows above 
ground. And you have a house worth looking at. 
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Avoid tiny, nonfunctional shutters 


Sometimes—as when your house sits back 100 feet from the 
street—you can have a picture window on the front of your 
house. But there is never any excuse for skimpy shutters. 

Originally designed to close window openings against 
Indians and weather, shutters today serve only to create the 
effect of a larger window opening outside, without giving the 
benefit of that size in extra light and air inside. 

You'll have a better house at little more cost if you put in 
two windows and no shutters. If you must have shutters, use 
them only on single openings, and each shutter should be 
exactly half as wide as the window it flanks. 


Hip and gable roof types don’t mix 


To combine roof types is like wearing one brown shoe 
and one black shoe: it looks as if you were working in 
the dark. If you start with a gable at one end of the 
house, have a gable at the other; the same with a hip. 

Only exception is a shed roof. It goes well with a flat 
roof, can be combined with a gable. But this is a tricky 
design problem, best left to an architect. 

On a small house that parallels the street, a gable 
looks best because it adds to the house’s apparent size. 
But if your home has its narrow end toward the street, 
you'll have a better looking house with a hip roof. 


Straight walls need straight eaves 


From a purely aesthetic point of view, it’s a grave error 
to put a break in an eave line unless the wall breaks 
with it. The reason for this is simple, though a bit diffi- 
cult to explain. 

If a house is well designed, you can tell by looking at 
any side what rooms are behind the wall you see. That 
is honesty of design. The top example at the left isn’t 
honest, because there is no space behind that fake gable 
worth using. Furthermore, the gable gives less protec- 
tion than a straight roof overhang. On top of that, you 
add to your cost every time you have a change of line 
in a roof. The simplest roof is always the cheapest, and 
usually the most attractive.

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What every husband should know 
about a 
Woman's change 0

|; er near to or far from the change of life your wife is, 
there is one serious question you ought to ask yourself right 
now: 

Will we allow it—the menopause—to upset our lives? 

Not will she but will we. And with the emphasis on allow. 

[his year, in many of the eight million homes where 
American women will go through it, menopause will be 
entirely unnecessarily—a baffling ordeal: a period of sleep- 
lessness, semi-invalidism, and torturing mental anxiety for 
the women themselves. And of anxiety no less severe for 
husbands and children. 

It may be even worse. 

Mr. A has his wife back home now, although he almost 
lost her not long ago. Neatly, on the official hospital records, 
Mrs. A’s close brush with death is attributed to cancer. It 
was cancer, but Mrs. A needn’t have come so close to dying. 

Because they took it for granted that menopause inevi- 
tably means suffering, Mr. and Mrs. A were ready to blame 
menopause for all the vague symptoms that cancer was 
actually causing. When they finally sought help, it was al- 
most too late. 

“Mrs. A,” one of her doctors at the hospital said bitterly, 
“almost died of expectation—the utterly false and tragically 
widespread expectation that menopause has to be a tor- 
ture.” 

Medical statistics prove that only 10 to 15 percent of all 
women have any significant physically caused inconven- 
ience during their change of life. For them, there are relief 
measures—hormones—which, when properly used, can be 
dramatically effective. Actually, most women who suffer do 
so more from fears and anxiety than from menopause itself. 

And it’s the husband’s understanding and handling of 


his wife during this period that can mean the difference be- 
tween hell on earth for both or a smooth midpassage. 

I sat in a doctor’s waiting room in New York not long 
ago and saw a handsome middle-aged couple come out of 
the inner office smiling. Neither seemed even remotely ill. 

“You saw her?” the doctor asked me later, referring to 
the woman. “A few months ago, she was a shaky, taut 
woman going through the menopause, frightened of it, al- 
most invalided by it, a trial to herself and her family. She's 
breezing through now.” 

‘*‘What was the medicine?” I wanted to know. 

‘Her husband.”’ He grinned. ‘*You may be amazed when 
you dig in on the menopause story.” 

I was. 

And so, I think with considerable gratification, will be 
every husband who wants to do his best when the time 
comes but who, unfortunately, is hampered by lack of 
knowledge and, even more, by a whole series of prejudices 
and complete misunderstandings. 

What zs the menopause? 


Wei, it’s not the mysterious complication, crisis, or disease 
it’s so commonly held to be. Just as adolescence marks the 
beginning of childbearing function, so menopause marks its 
closing. Change of life, in short, is adolescence in reverse. 

It’s heralded, of course, by disappearance of menstrua- 
tion. And it’s rewarding to start right here, dispelling the 
fog that surrounds the simple process of monthly bleeding. 

In every woman, beginning at sexual maturity and con- 
tinuing to menopause, the ovaries, the female sex glands, go 
through a regular cycle. Every 28 to 30 days, they prepare 
and discharge an egg. 
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They also secrete certain hormones, or chemicals, called 
estrogens and progesterone. These hormones prepare the 
uterus, or womb, to receive and nest the egg if it is fertilized 
by a male sperm, and to allow the egg to attach itself to a 
little niche in the wall of the uterus where a cluster of tiny 
blood vessels can feed it. 

But now, if fertilization doesn’t occur, then the hopefully 
prepared nest is unnecessary, and Nature tears it down. 
Since it is largely a nest of blood vessels, the tearing down 
involves bleeding. And this is menstruation. 

Few women have any clear picture of this process. Many 
believe in the common superstition that menstrual bleeding 
is a purification of the whole body. When menopause comes 
and menstruation stops, they worry—no more purification! 
But menstruation is a natural process concerned only with 
clearing out an unused nest so that in another month an- 
other egg, if fertilized, may have its chance. 


" 
When will menstruation stop and menopause begin for 
your wife? Probably between the 45thand 50th years, although 
some women may menstruate long after that and others 
may stop prematurely after a physical illness or sudden 
shock. Doctors have reported women having periods as late 
as age 90, others who have them no more after 25. 

When the menopause does come, it usually makes no 
abrupt appearance. The ovaries stop discharging eggs; 
that’s the first big change. But even after that, menstruation 
may continue for a while. Although few women realize it, 
they usually lose their fertility before menstruation actually 
stops. 

Soon, however, periods become increasingly irregular. 
Since the ovaries are no longer discharging eggs, they also 
reduce their output of hormones so that the now-unneces- 
sary nests in the womb won't be prepared. As nesting stops, 
there’s no further occasion for menstrual bleeding and that, 
too, stops. 

But, as the ovaries step down their activity, there are other 
effects. And these produce the symptoms that you've long 
heard about in connection with menopause. 

For the ovaries are part of the unique endocrine gland 
system. Included in it are the pituitary (at the base of the 
brain), the thyroid (below the Adam’s apple),and the adre- 
nals (atop the kidneys). 

These glands differ considerably from such glands as 
those that produce sweat and saliva, 


The ovaries don’t take the cue, but another of the glands 
may. Usually, it’s the particular gland which, at that time, 


tion. And the symptoms a woman experiences will depend 
upon which gland responds. 

That’s why there may be markedly different symptoms 

for two women going through the change at the same time, 
and why failure to understand this may lead to unnecessary 
anxiety. 
For exa;nple, Mrs. X, who is b~thered because she s add- 
ing weight, has a friend, Mrs. Y, who is disturbed because 
she is /osing it. Each woman is told by her doctor that her 
condition is due to the menopause and is provided with re- 
lief measures. But too often Mrs. X and Mrs. Y compare 
notes and come up with their own diagnosis. 

If, they reason, Mrs. X is gaining weight, certainly Mrs. 
Y shouldn’t be losing it. Weight loss is a sign of cancer. And 
this is the age for cancer. Poor, poor Mrs. Y! 

But the reasoning is entirely false. 

In Mrs. X., the adrenal cortex, the outer bark of the gland, 
happened to be particularly sensitive to increased pituitary 
stimulation. It poured out more of its special hormone se- 
cretions, one of which is involved in regulating the body’s 
use of water, salt, and glucose. Up shot Mrs. X’s weight. 

But, instead of the adrenal cortex, the thyroid gland may 
be overstimulated, producing nervousness, tension, emo- 
tional instability—and weight loss. That was what hap- 
pened in Mrs. Y’s case. 

For other women, there are other possibilities. 

For instance, the narrow center of the adrenal gland, 
the adrenal medulla as it’s called, may be overstimulated. 
Then it secretes more adrenalin, a powerful stimulant of 
the heart and nervous system. 


Inject extra adrenalin even into a normal younger woman 
and you can produce nervous symptoms much like those 
seen during change of life. So doctors now consider it likely 
that the flushes, sweating, tenseness, and other symptoms 
some women experience during menopause are connected 
with overactivity of the adrenal medulla. 
But all these symptoms are temporary ones. 
For the menopause is really a period of transition. Once, 
years before at adolescence, the endocrine system had to re- 
adjust when the ovaries perked up 





for example. The latter secrete their 
products onto the skin, in one case, 
and into the mouth in the other. 
But all the endocrine glands pour 
their secretions, the hormones, right 
into the blood. And the blood not 
only carries them to various organs 
in the body but to the other endo- 
crine glands as well. In fact, one just the reverse?

And 
if, at any time, you upset the balance 
by disturbing the functioning of one 
gland, you may disturb the function- 
ing of one or more of the others. 

Menopause offers just such a dis- 
turbance. Usually, early in the 
change, as the ovaries reduce their 
output, the pituitary gland increases 
its activity much as though it were 
trying to whip the ovaries back to 
their old production level.

'S how vou freeze them 


By Lucy Long and 


D.: your home-frozen fruits and vegetables taste 
and look exactly as you’d hoped they would last 
year? If not, be sure you capture that garden-fresh 
flavor in the foods you freeze this summer. Before 
vegetables and fruits ever reach the freezer their 
final quality is decided. 

Here are the things to watch for when you’re 
preparing foods for freezing. There will be the 
promise of fine eating ahead if you’ll put into prac- 
tice these few simple, but important rules: 


Cheese vegetables and fruits which are at the height 
of their goodness—and only perfect specimens. 
Overripeness particularly affects freezing quality. 


Water blanching 

















This is the wrong way: 
e Too many vegetables have been prepared at once. They'll lose 
flavor, texture, and nutrients while they wait. 
e Too many vegetables are crammed into the blanching basket. 
It will be impossible to do a thorough job. 
e The blanching pan is too small.

Vegetables 


Blanching isn’t a tricky business, but it does require the 
proper tools and the proper timing. There are two types— 
water blanching and steam blanching. Use the type which 
is recommended for the food you are freezing (see vegetable- 
blanching chart on page 84). You can check for under- 
blanching easily by cutting the vegetable in two. The cen- 
ter will be dull-colored if it hasn’t been blanched enough; 
bright throughout if the vegetable is fully blanched. 


Chill after blanching. Once your vegetables are blanched to 
perfection, place them beneath a stream of very cold, run- 
ning water, or water to which ice has been added. Keep 
them there until the vegetable is chilled through and 
through. Then remove the vegetables and allow them to 
drain for a few seconds. Package them dry, filling the con- 
tainers full. You'll reap big dividends in better vitamin con- 
tent, fresher flavor, and a brighter appearance. 


Fruits 





Chill fruits well. \When you start preparing fruits for freez- 
ing, wash them in water to which you’ve added ice—cold 
enough actually to chill the fruit. This chilling will firm the 
fruit and prevent leakage of juice. 


Freezing fruits with syrup. [hick-meated fruits which have 
a small amount of juice, such as peaches and plums, should 
be frozen in a syrup. Cut them uniformly, with the pieces 
no thicker than 1 inch, then cover with a prepared syrup. 
Learn to measure the amount of fruit and the amount of 
a syrup which should go in each container. For each pint 
\ container of small or cut-up fruit, measure out 11% cups of 

S fruit and 4 cup of syrup. Whole strawberries, or any large

pieces of fruit have larger spaces between each piece and 
will need from 1g to 1 cup of syrup to fill the container and 
cover the fruit. Be sure fruit isn’t floating in syrup—if too 
much syrup is added, the syrup of the frozen fruit will be 
watery and lacking in full fruit flavor. 

To keep fruit submerged in syrup until frozen, place a 
piece of crumpled waxed paper on top of the fruit, in the 
syrup, before closing the container. Crumpled paper will 
push fruit below syrup line and is particularly important 
for fruits which discolor easily.

Confessions of 
6ood canners 


For perfect pear halves, remove 
pear core with melon-ball cutter 
and remove stem by making groove 
with tip of a sharp knife.—Anna- 
belle Sims, Jacksonville, Florida. 


Tongs are handy for lifting tomatoes 
or peaches from the blanching bath. 
They do a fast, neat job. Also, tongs 
won't puncture the vegetable or fruit, 
allowing the juice to escape.—M:s.

Water-bath canning may be 
done in any deep cooking utensil 
with close-fitting cover, if you make 
a rack for it of wire mesh or wood- 
en slats. Jars must stand 1 inch 
above bottom of container, must 
be far enough apart to allow cir- 
culation of water.—Mrs. William 
Brown, Denver, Colorado. 


Press whole tomatoes down into jars 
with a tall, empty olive bottle.

Cook the 
food in a covered pan with a small 
amount of water to prevent loss of 
vitamins, put through a food mill 
or fine sieve, reheat, pack hot in 
sterilized jars, and process.—Mrs.

A label on one jar of each canning 
batch gives the recipe, processing 
time, and extra details. If the 
batch was successful, I duplicate it 
the next year.

The four goals of

N. boy or girl can be happy or pleasant to live with in 
a home that has no discipline. But what are the goals of 
your discipline? What are you trying to accomplish? 

Are you interested only in controlling the immediate situa- 
tion when Mary grabs Billy’s wagon or Jimmy won’t come 
in to dinner? Or are you taking the long view of discipline as 
something which will Ae/p your children, not just you. 


Here's what discipline ought to do: 


Teach the kind of behavior which will help them to get 
along with other people. The youngster who hits, and 
kicks, and snatches toys, who bullies and annoys others, 
who interrupts or refuses to do his share is not going to be 
well liked, now or later. Children aren’t born knowing 
what’s right and what's wrong. You have to teach them. 
They can gradually be taught to understand that there are 
some kinds of behavior which other people will accept, but 
that there are other kinds which make it hard to get along. 
Through good discipline, they can be taught how to take 
turns and share, how to cooperate with other people, and 
how to stand up for their own rights without trampling on 
the rights of others. 


Help children understand that there are times when not 
only children, but grownups, too, should conform to rules. 
You may not drive your car through a stop light, and Tom 
may not ride his bicycle on a crowded highway. This does 
not mean teaching blind obedience. It does mean helping 
boys and girls to accept the fact that obedience is some- 
times necessary for their own good and that of society. 


Teach them to be responsible for their own actions. A 
young child depends on you to tell him what he may or may 
not do. But by the time he is 5 or 6, he is beginning to know 
what is right or wrong whether you are there or not. It 
may take years for a child to develop real responsibility. 
Sometimes, even when he seems quite grown-up, he will 
slip back, need your support and help. But gradually, he 
should assume increasing responsibility for what he does. 


Teach boys and girls how to use judgment. You can’t ex- 
pect a child to take responsibility for his actions unless he 
has opportunities to express his point of view, to make de- 
cisions, to try out his ideas, to use his judgment, and to 
think things through. You can’t, of course, allow him to 
make decisions which would be dangerous or seriously 
affect his life, but there are lots of situations in which you 
can permit and encourage him to use his own judgment. 

In reaching these goals, remember that good discipline 
depends not so much upon your methods as upon the kind 
of feeling which there is between you and your boy or girl. If he feels 
quite sure that you really love him, he will be able to learn 
from you. But if a battle of wills develops between you, or 
if he feels that you are disappointed in him or do not like 
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DISCIPLINE

him, he will not be willing to do what you ask and will 
often try to cover up his feelings by rebellion. If you want 
good discipline, first build a warm, affectionate, happy re- 
lationship with your child. 

If you want the best results, wait until your youngster has 
reached a point where he is ready and able to learn what 
you want to teach him. You are willing to wait for him to 
learn how to do arithmetic or drive a car. You must also be 
willing to wait until he is ready to learn good behavior. 


i 
You can’t teach good manners to a 2-year-old who is hav- 
ing enough trouble learning how to hold a spoon. You 
can’t expect a 6-year-old to sit still very long at the table. 
You can’t expect a 10-year-old, absorbed with baseball, 
to always remember to wash his hands. Nor can you expect 
an adolescent to make decisions like an adult. 

If you expect too much too soon, you will defeat your 
purpose. The strain your youngster feels when he can’t live 
up to what you expect makes it even harder for him to 
learn. If you expect too much, you may bring on temper 
tantrums, talking back, or outright defiance. Or the op- 
posite type of behavior in which your boy or girl no longer 
tries to assert himself, but becomes timid, shy, and afraid 
to try. 

Remember, too, that children learn best through satis- 
faction and success. If you continually keep at them about 
mistakes and forget to show them that you /ike many of the 
things they do, they will grow discouraged. 

Too many children are brought up on blame and criticism 
instead of praise and encouragement. If Dick has helped 
you with the supper dishes, he’s more likely to do it willingly 
next time if you say, “That was a fine job. We got through 
so soon we'll have time for a game.’ Your comments on how 
nicely John behaved at the restaurant will do more to en- 
courage his good manners than nightly reminders at the 
family dinner table. 


Sometimes it is necessary to use punishment to help a 
child remember something you have been trying to teach 
him. But punishment should only be used when a child 
who is old enough to really understand has deliberately 
done something which he knew he shouldn’t have. Con- 
tinual punishment is discouraging to any child, will make 
him bitter and unhappy instead of teaching him. Continual 
punishment also emphasizes what has been done wrong, 
rather than putting the emphasis on what has been done 
right. Punishment should not be too severe or personally 
humiliating to the child. It should be fair and tied in, when 
possible, as the logical outcome of what he did. If you know 
your own youngster, you'll know what kind of punishment 
will really help him to remember better next time. Children 
differ; a punishment which helps one child may over- 
whelm and completely upset another. It should always be 
clear to Johnny that you are punishing him for what he did 
and that you still think he’s pretty fine. 

You can’t expect any youngster to learn how to behave 


in a few weeks or even a few years. | Turn to page 146

L you're like many American families, you live in a 
house that was built without much regard for control of 
the summer sun. Probably some of your rooms are hot, 
glary, uncomfortable—for at least a part of the day. 

It’s easy to get along with the sun. Heat and glare can 
be controlled in a number of ways, so rooms will be 
pleasant even on the hottest, brightest days. And the 
job can be done at moderate cost, too, if you use some 
of the ideas presented here. 

Inside sun-control devices—roller shades, draperies, 
indoor shutters, Venetian blinds, bamboo roll screens— 
will give you privacy and freedom from glare with vary- 
ing degrees of effectiveness. But the only sure way to 
keep feat from entering a room is to keep sun off the windows. 
The devices shown here will do just that. 


The best thing, of course, is a tree 


The oldest and most effective method of controlling the 
sun is free—a gift of nature. A tree is the best sunshade you 
could devise for rooms that are flooded with too much 
sunlight. Its leaves block the direct rays, yet the softer, re- 
flected light can enter your rooms. A tree’s obvious disad- 
vantage, however, is its slowness of growth. 


But an arbor works almost as well 


A vine-covered egg-crate arbor, built over a big window or 
windows, can give you treelike shade—and much more 
quickly than a tree. Too, you can have a pleasant, shaded 
terrace underneath it where you never had one before. Use 
broad-leaved or densely growing vines for your arbor. 
Grapevines and wisteria are especially good, or any other 
quick-growing climber that sheds its leaves in winter. 
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Awnings are easy, low-cost, efficient 
Canvas awnings (left) can cut out as much as two-thirds of 
the sun’s heat, even on a really hot day. They reduce air 
circulation somewhat, though, when they have sides. Alumi- 
num, steel, or wood awnings (right) are effective, too. Adjust- 
able slats let in light and air, yet keep out glare and heat. 


Yo shade a terrace as well as a room 
You can get canvas or metal awnings in many sizes—even 
large enough to shade and protect from rain a good-sized 
terrace. For cooler, more comfortable living outdoors as 
well as in the rooms whose windows are shaded, consider a 
king-size awning like this. Many of them are adjustable, 
can be rolled back or removed whenever you wish.

Nex time you wash or repaint your walls or ceilings, 
try starch coating—a trick widely used among profes- 
sional decorators—to protect those surfaces and keep 
them looking new for months. 

Starch coating over paint is transparent and does not 
alter the color values of paint. It’s easy to wash off and 
renew; starch-coated walls can quickly be brought back 
to fresh, new-looking brightness. You can use starch on 
any oil-painted surface in good condition, but it doesn’t 
work well over most water-mix paints. 

The surfaces to be starched must first be thoroughly 
cleaned, using a sponge and warm, soapy water to which 
a little moderate-strength cleaning powder has been 
added. New paint must be completely dry and hard, and 
its surface slickness should be removed with the same 
washing solution used for cleaning older painted walls. 


Draw roller over clean painted When starch coating becomes 


surface with overlapping strokes. 
Do ceiling first, then walls. Apply 
starch in yard-square areas, and 
stipple each area, using a fine- 
grained sponge or a large, clean 
brush, before the coating dries. 
Stippling is necessary to obscure 
pattern effects of rolling, brush 
marks if you use brush.

shrubs without losing too much scarce space. Most of the 
construction ideas shown here make use of arbors to get a 
big look. Nothing can add to the usefulness of a small lot 
quite so much as a generous arbor does. It provides shade, 
gives form and substance to your yard, and furnishes a place 
to grow vines and other plants. Don’t get fancy with your 
arbors; they’re best when kept simple. Make them generous 
in size. A good-sized arbor makes a small garden look big 
primarily because the arbor is big. 

Uprights for an arbor are ample if made of 4x4 posts or 
2-inch pipe. Beams of 2x4 or 2x6 lumber are heavy enough 
for most spans, with 1x2 or 2x2 pieces for the overhead fin- 
ish strips. Any amateur carpenter can make a simple arbor. 
Avoid jigsaw details. 


Do it with planting. Getting a big look with planting 
isn’t confined only to the use of flowers and shrubs. You'll 
get a sensation of space by the generous use of lawn, by the 
repetition of plant beds, by a narrow ribbon of planting that 
encloses a terrace, or by using a screen of plants to create a 
sense of mystery just beyond. All these ideas are illustrated 
in the plans. 


Do it with paving. You get a big look by the right use 
of paving to make a large-scale terrace attractive and prac- 
tical in a small yard. The bigger the terrace, the more use 
you'll get from it. It can cover almost all of your back yard— 
even run from lot line to lot line—if you wish. 


Paving can add more use to your yard 


A large terrace needn't take a lot of paving. Here the circular panel of 
grass seems part of terrace while softening the expanse of paving. Inserts 
for trees, flowers, and shrubs allow garden without making terrace smaller

Nevertheless, a big terrace shouldn’t force you to cut 
down on your planting. So the next step after planning a big 
terrace is to see how much of the paving you can eliminate 
with planting inserts, by using grass to carpet part of the 
terrace area, and by similar devices. In other words, make 
the terrace large, but keep the amount of paving small. 

For economy’s sake, the first paving may be simply gravel 
laid over a crushed-rock base. You can put in brick, con- 
crete, or other surfacing later when your budget permits. 


Do it with color. Color can be used to help give a big 
look, but don’t depend on it alone. It needs the other de- 
vices—paving, structures, planting—along with it. 

Use bright colors in the foreground, subdued colors in 
back to visually stretch the space. Never use bright colors in 
the background. You can also get a feeling of more space 
by taking a color in the garden furniture or umbrella or 
cushions and repeating it in the trim color of the distant 
fence or trellis. This gives you a relationship between some- 
thing near and something far, and is just another of the 
many tricks by which the eye is fooled. 

Don’t depend only on annuals and perennials to make 
your garden look colorful. Add brightness by the intelligent 
use of paint, canvas, colored flowerpots, paving materials, 
wall materials, and, of course, trees, flowers, and shrubs.

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vour child can’t take it 


Nagging and bickering are tough on any- 


one, but they’re really hard ona boy or girl | 


By Nell Giles Ahern 


Nex time you whine, nag, pick, or scream 
at your boy or girl, you might think about 
these words from the head of the children’s 
ward in a big city hospital: “At least 90 per- 
cent of the youngsters here, including those 
with malnutrition, stomach troubles, and 
chronic nervous disorders, are here because of 
nagging parents. I’ve known children to ac- 
tually starve themselves to escape a bickering 
parent. They can’t take it any longer. They 
want to get out of the way!” 

How much bickering your boy or girl can 
take depends on his physical and emotional 
make-up. If he’s sensitive, it can make him 
stop eating, can cause him to develop diar- 
rhea or vomiting spells, even ulcerative colitis 
and severe malnutrition. 

A child, like a plant, grows to his full pos- 
sibilities only when he is sure of the person 
who takes care of him. Give a plant too much 
water one day, set it in the hot sun the next, 
pinch it back the third day, pick at it all the 
time, fuss over it some days and then ignore it 
—and what have you? A malnourished runt. 
Or a bloomless shoot which struggles along 
grimly and looks so unattractive that people 
finally say, ‘What do you see in that thing?” 
Or, in a burst of independent hardiness, this 
plant grows into a tough, misshapen oddity. 
Or it withers and dies. 


Warch a youngster closely some evening 
when both his parents are at home peacefully 
working or relaxing. You can see happiness 
all over his face! He sighs or hums or gurgles 
contentedly—depending on his age. He de- 
mands no special attention from you, be- 
cause there is no need. He is full of charm, 
easy to handle, and obviously his digestion is 
perfect! 

It’s a fact about bickering that the physical 
effect on a sensitive youngster usually centers 
in his stomach. In his effort to escape your 
sharp tongue, he may overeat, seeking the 
comfort of a full stomach. Or he may eat 
nothing at all. These reactions are uncon- 
scious on his part; therefore the harm goes 
deeper. The wound is like a cancer. It grows 


from mere physical manifestations to infect 
his whole personality. A child physically sick, 
while pitiful, is not as hard to cure as a child 
with a sick spirit who doesn’t want to get well. 

Sometimes a child becomes a bed-wetter 
as a reaction against bickering because he 
wants your full attention the way he had it as 
a baby. He takes out his resentment on you 
by making it hard for you. He loves having 
his mother remake his bed, wash the sheets, 
frown and fuss over the job he’s made for her. 
This relapse into infancy may lead to fantasy 
dreams, or to continued masturbation in chil- 
dren who should have outgrown this normal 
experiment. Such a youngster may never be 
able to face reality. He may grow up so emo- 
tionally immature that he’ll be a pain to him- 
self and everyone he meets. 


Bu if your youngster is neither sensitive nor 
dependent, he may strike back at your bicker- 
ing. He may turn into a belligerent who can’t 
get along with anyone. Reformatories are full 
of such young people. Marriages, careers, and 
friendships are wrecked by them. If your boy 
or girl grows up to have a chip on his shoulder, 
who put it there? “You,” the doctor will 
answer, “you with your bickering.” 

There is always a better way than bicker- 
ing. Whining, nagging, screaming outbursts, 
and cold, sarcastic jibes are signs of a defec- 
tive parent. Sure, they say, “I7M TIRED... 
or 1M UNABLE TO COPE WITH THE 
SITUATION!...or ’!M ANGRY AT SO- 
AND-SO BUT I CAN’T SHOW IT... PLL 
TAKE IT OUT ON MY CHILD.” But is 
there any reason or intelligence or love be- 
hind such alibis? 


Your boy or girl thinks of his parents as his 
ideals—united, serene, and in calm command 
of the family group. What so many parents 
fail to see is that a youngster must be sure of 
this ideal. Not sure of money, not sure of com- 
fort, but sure that he is loved by both mother 
and dad, that he is wanted, that he belongs, 
and that all is well between his father and 
mother and between both of them and him.

Where to look for a reproduction 


Before you choose a picture, you’ll want to shop around. 
Buying reproductions is like buying a hat: the more you see, 
the better you'll know what you want. 


Museums. Any picture which you buy from a museum is 
sure to be in good taste. And most museums sell reproduc- 
tions of pictures in their collection. Visit your local art 
museum; write to out-of-town museums, When an out-ol- 
town museum sends an unillustrated catalog, you can ask 
for postcard-size reproductions that cost a nickel or a dime.

As you shop for pictures, you'll find there are many re- 
production processes. You'll hear terms like silk screen, 
collotype, gelatone, lithograph. Some processes may add to 
the cost and quality of your reproduction. But you don’t 
need to know how processes differ. The publisher has al- 
ready decided which is best for the picture—and used it. 

A word of caution: If you’re unsure of your choice, hang 
the picture in your home for a few days to see how it fits in. 
Most stores and mail order organizations will let you take 
pictures on a trial basis. If you’re buying a reproduction by 
mail from a museum, study a postcard-size print of it first. 


How to frame a reproduction 


Most pictures come ready-framed. But if you want to 
frame your own reproduction, follow this rule: a frame 
should set off the picture, not dominate it. 

Then frame your reproduction just like any other picture. 
Oii paintings usually don’t have mats; water colors and 
prints do. All reproductions need glass protection from dust. 

Today’s trend is toward simple frames like those at right 
Grandmother's fancy picture frames are smart-—but the gilt 
should be dull or washed with nonglossy paint. 
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“On the Terrace" by Renoir has a romantic air, glows 
in a quietly fancy frame. You might dust off one of

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Will they make the 
orade as Grownups?

Re not will your boy or girl live to grow up. It’s will 
he or she grow up to be an adult, fully mature and well 
balanced? 

One can hardly pick up a magazine today without 
finding an article on immaturity. Here’s one on girls who 
cling to Mother after marriage. Here’s one on “‘momism,”” 
another on oversensitive feelings, and still another on 
how to stop being a misfit. We all know childish adults. 

What does maturity mean? The dictionary says, “fully 
developed in character and powers,” “‘approaching per- 
fection,” “being in harmony with local surroundings.” 

How can you be sure you are helping your boy or girl 
to full maturity? 

A great deal depends on you. If you are mature your- 
self, your children will tend to become mature too. But 
even parents who don’t score 4.0 on emotional maturity 
(Few of us do!) can help their children to be mature. 
They may, indeed, find that as they help Johnny to grow 
up, they are growing up themselves. 


One of the biggest favors you can do for any youngster 
is to teach him practical things. The more skills he has 
and the more successful experiences he has had, the more 
likely he will be to develop into a truly self-reliant adult. 
Help him persevere until a difficult task is finished. Insist 
on the best he can do (not necessarily the best that can 
be done!). Encourage him to tackle unknown experi- 
ences bravely. 

What practical skills? Anything you believe he will 
someday have to do. Anything you believe he will learn 
from; anything you think he may enjoy; anything just a 
little beyond his present ability. 

Teach him to enjoy work and a sense of accomplish- 
ment. Let boys, as well as girls, tidy their rooms, make 
their beds, polish their shoes. Older children can cut 
grass and help weed. Look around you for jobs for them 
to do, and see that theydo them to the best of their ability. 

No child should be a stranger to the sink and stove and 
dishpan. And today, especially, when chores are hard to 
come by, helping with meals is a good job. 

Most girls are taught at least a little sewing at school, 
but a boy, too, should know how to sew on a button, do a 
small patch, darn a sock. These are simple tasks, and 
even though Mother is unhandy with a needle, they can 
still be taught. 

Any little girl likes to help iron her own things, or her 
doll’s clothes. Let her proceed from easy straight pieces 
like tea towels to the more intricate pieces of her own 
clothing. Pressing a shirt shouldn’t be too difficult for a 
12-year-old. Nor should pressing a suit be too hard for 
that adolescent boy who is so hard on his clothes. The 
boy who has to press his own pants isn’t going to throw 
them on the floor at night. 
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The world’s a rough place for Peter Pans. 


Better raise yourself a Boy Scout 


Look around home for things to teach them. They’ll 
be mothers and fathers too someday, and running a home 
is a complicated job. Let them learn how to change a 
fuse, put on a new washer, defrost a refrigerator, mend 
screens. 

The first place to teach self-sufficiency is at home, but 
a youngster doesn’t live his whole life there. He must 
learn to live in harmony with outside surroundings. 

How does your child talk on the phone? Does he give 
his numbers correctly, enunciating them clearly and say- 
ing please to the operator? Does he think about what he 
is going to say before he makes the call? If you’re on a 
party line, do you allow him to monopolize it after 
school? Do you let his calls interrupt meals, or do you 
insist that he excuse himself and ask if he may call back? 
Consideration for others can begin with his first phone 
call. 


Young people should be encouraged to take part in com- 
munity undertakings, whether it be a Boy Scout Apple 
Day, Memorial Day services, or a concert at school. 

Any boy and girl should feel responsibility to his 
neighborhood and playground, and for other children’s 
belongings. ‘‘Finders keepers”’ should have no part in an 
honest child’s vocabulary, My second son had this 
brought home to him when he lost his wallet. It con- 
tained some prized stamps and some Scout-Cub dinner 
tickets for which he was responsible. Since he had lost it 
through carelessness, he would have been asked to 
‘“‘work out’? the value of the tickets. Luckily, another 
boy whom he did not even know found the wallet and re- 
turned it. We gave the finder high praise and a small re- 
ward. My boy learned from that incident. 

Almost every grownup has had the experience of not 
receiving thanks for a gift sent to a child. (And not only 
to a child!) Even a first-grader can be taught to send a 
pretty card and his own wobbly ““Thank you very much.” 
Little girls soon learn that graciousness pays off, but boys 
need to be sold on writing letters. Too many grown men 
leave letter-writing to their wives and never send a line of 
personal greeting to anyone, not even to their own 
parents! I don’t want letters just from my boys’ wives, 
much as I hope to like them. My boys are learning to 
write letters now, and I am encouraging a correspond- 
ence between the oldest and a boy in Scotland. He’s 
already learning that “‘them as writes, gets.” 


A child should have an allowance large enough to cover 
most of his expenses, but not so large but that he has to 
manage his money properly or do without something. 
You can show him how to save up for something he really 
wants, see that he has chances to earn additional money, 
and help him stick to a savings plan. 

A 10-year-old can understand how to operate a bank 
account. If possible, he should have one. I can remember 
how terribly embarrassed our oldest boy was to find that 
he had overdrawn his account.

To be sure, the change occurs at 
an age when, just as in men, the 
chronic degenerative diseases such 
as cancer, heart disorders, and ar- 
thritis are most likely to appear. But 
the menopause does not produce 
them. And, indeed, since early di- 
agnosis and treatment can rout 
these degenerative disceses, the 
woman who, because of meno- 
pause, is seeing an alert physician 
at regular intervals is fortunate

Ne is there, again despite wide- 
spread popular belief, any terrify- 
ing link between menopause and 
insanity. A type of mental illness 
called involutional melancholia is, 
falsely, the big bugaboo. It occurs 
most commonly between 45 and 
55, about three times more often in 
women than in men. It’s associated 
with depression, agitation, bizarre 
delusions, occasionally with sui- 
cidal tendencies. But the mental 
disorder is definitely not the result 
of menopause. 

With no hedging at all, Dr. 
Joseph C. Yaskin, professor of neu- 
rology at University of Pennsyl- 
vania Graduate School of Medi- 
cine, writes: “I am convinced that 
involutional melancholia has no 
etiologic (causal) relationship to 
the endocrine changes of meno- 
pause.” 

Actually, involutional melan- 
cholia is known to occur most often 
in the rigid type of individual—the 
woman who, most, if not all, her 
life, has been overly serious, overly 
conscientious, overly meticulous, 
unnaturally preoccupied — with 
problems of security. 

Even when it does occur—and, 
in such women, worry over the 
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should know 


menopause may be the added 
straw that breaks the back—the 
outlook now is excellent. Where 
once not more than 50 percent re- 
covered and it took two to four 
years for them to do so, today, with 
shock therapy, from 80 to 90 per- 
cent recover in a few weeks. 





‘to menopause is no disease 
in itself nor, in itself, a cause of dis- 
ease. Neither is it a forerunner of 
decline. Profound changes occur 
during it. They may, if allowed to 
and if aggravated by 
cause troubie. 

But, as Dr. John B. Montgom- 
ery, clinical professor of gynecol- 
ogy at Jefferson Medical College, 
Philadelphia, points out, it’s those 
very changes, “‘together with free- 
dom from menstrual disiress and 
fear of pregnancy, which at times 
result in marked improvements of 
general health, increased vitality, 
and a sense of well-being beyond 
anything that the individual has 
experienced during her active 
menstrual life.” 

It is doubly unfortunate that too 
few women—and even fewer men 
—understand these reassuring 
facts. For not only does the lack of 
understanding cause unnecessary 
anxiety, turning the menopause 
into an unnecessary nightmare 
But, ironically, it has also turned a 
medical advance into a dangerous 
fad. 

Some years ago, estrogen hor- 
mones were made available for use, 
when necessary, in women severely 
disturbed by menopause. Always, 
the idea of some simple panacea— 
some cure-all in pill or shot form— 
has a strange fascination. And es- 
trogens got an immediate and 
eager acceptance. 

Too eager and too misinformed!

Baicates are being jabbed and 
gulped so indiscriminately that 
medical journals right now are 
clanging with alarmed warnings 

Between December, 1945, and 
December, 1946, the Philadel- 
phia Committee for the Study of 
Pelvic Cancer uncovered 116 in- 
stances of unwarranted delay in 
diagnosis in patients with that dis- 
ease. Seventy-eight were classified 
as “physician delay;’’ 38 as “‘physi- 
cian-patient delay.” 

Most alarming was the discovery 
that 31 of the patients had been 
given estrogens without even a pel- 
vic examination. Their symptoms, 
even though some were suggestive 
of cancer of the uterus, were glibly 
attributed to the “‘change.”’ Equal- 
ly glibly, these patients got and 
took estrogens, allowing cancer to 
progress. 

Neglected cancer is only one re- 
sult of the abuse. Stomach disturb- 
ances are often overlooked. So, too, 
organic troubles in the heart, 
blood vessels, kidney, brain, and 
other parts of the body. 

Nor does the indictment stop 
there. Women who feel the slight- 
est bit of nervousness rush to get 
estrogen. Yet, as Dr. Lawrence 


Wharton of Johns Hopkins Medi- 
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cal School points out: “Nervous- 
ness in itself is rarely benefited by 
estrogen; it may be made worse.” 

“Administration of ‘estrogen 
shots’ has become a lucrative rack- 
et,” Dr. Chloe Fry cried indig- 
nantly in a recent Journal of the 
American Medical Women’s As- 
sociation. 

But it would be wrong to assign 
all blame to the minority of medi- 
cal men involved. As distinguished 
gynecologists have told me, too 
many women come to them—often 
abetted by their husbands—and 
insist upon shots. 


a 
| RE have their place. In 
some, the change may progress so 
rapidly, the ovaries may reduce 
their natural supply of estrogen 
so precipitately, that symptoms 
are extremely severe. Then care- 
ful administration of estrogen— 
enough to alleviate symptoms 
but not to stop the change, for a 
limited time and with gradual re- 
duction in dosage—may be a boon 

But relatively few women, an 
increasing number of doctors now 
believe, really need estrogens. 

What, then, in a nutshell, is the 
need, and how can you, as a hus- 
band, help to make certain that 
menopause will be no ordeal for 
your wife, yourself, and your chil- 
dren? 

First, you should see that, if she 
hasn't done so before, your wife 
places herself at this point in her 
life under the care of a doctor who 
knows about diseases of women. 
And see that she stays under his 
regular, periodic care. 


Don be satisfied yourself, or let 
her be, with anything less, in the 
beginning, than a thorough physi- 
cal checkup which includes a care- 
ful pelvic examination as well as a 
study of heart, lungs, blood 
sure, and other organs. 

Find a doctor who does this, and 
it’s probable that he’ll want to see 
your wife every six months for re- 
examination. In between, he'll 
want to hear of any complaints 
that are consistent. Seeing your 
wife regularly, he'll come to know 
her and will therefore be able to 
more accurately evaluate any 
stresses she reports. 

Knowing that she has been 
found physically O.K. and that 
the doctor is on the watch for 
early signs of any trouble, your 
wife and you can be free of anxiety 
on this score. 

And, secondly, see that she is 
free of other kinds of anxiety, that 
she cuts through all the miscon- 
ceptions and really understands 
what menopause is and what comes 
after. Even if she has understood 
before, she may need refreshing 
now, for it’s likely that the “‘front- 
porch clinics”’ will be at work con- 
stantly pouring on the dangerous 
misinformation. 

Essential facts have been given 
in this article. You may find it 
desirable to have on hand a copy 
of Doctor Hamblen’s book, men-

tioned earlier. It talks in clear 
language and offers helpful dia- 
grams and drawings. 

Thirdly, you can help by en- 
couraging your wife to undertake a 
sensible living program. Difficulty 
in sleeping is not uncommon dur- 
ing the menopause. Therefore, 
stimulants should be avoided or 
used more moderately. It may be 
wise to cut down coffee at night 
and eliminate alcoholic beverages. 


Good health habits should be 
emphasized. A well-balanced diet 
is important. Exercise should be 
moderate. Afternoon rest is in or- 
der. In fact, as many doctors ad- 
vise, no woman should allow her- 
self to become fatigued during 
menopause; she should slow down 
her activities. 

Fourthly, there are the little ad- 
justments in day-to-day living 
which you can make. 

When possible, one doctor I 
know has a man-to-man talk with 
his patients’ husbands. “No need,” 
he tells them quietly, “to make 
your wife into an invalid. But, if 
it’s at all feasible, you should keep 
business and financial problems 
away from her at this period. 

“You should also understand 
that emotions may be fickle. If you 
accept that fact, you can do much 
to avoid difficult situations. The 
less demanding you are, the more 
understanding and relenting in- 
stead, the fewer the depressions and 
crying spells.” 


Usderiining the importance of 
the husband’s understanding, of- 
ficials in a family agency told me: 
“Our files are full of cases of real 
trouble, of marital discord, that 
amount to just this: The wife is 
going through the menopause and 
is more excitable, more emotion- 
ally unstable than she has ever been 
before. The husband resents it. 

‘“‘And much of his resentment is 
due to a feeling of guilt—that 
somehow he is causing this. Whén 
he’s led to realize that he isn’t at 
fault, that he isn’t creating the 
emotional disturbance, that this is 
a common phenomenon and a 
passing one in menopause, he’s 
easily able to tolerate the instabil- 
ities as they come and go. The in- 
stablilities then become consider- 
ably less pronounced.” 

Finally, there is an even more 
positive job for every husband. 

The fully happy marriage is one 
in which each partner never takes 
the other for granted, in which 
there is a sharing not only of daily 
experiences but of plans for the 
future. Unfortunately, too few of 
us achieve such a completely 
rounded relationship. 

But if more effort is made to 
achieve it, particularly as a wom- 
an approaches the menopause or 
even while she’s in it, the rewards 
can be bountiful. 

One doctor likes to tell the story 
of the Johnsons. As her children 
reached their teens and needed her 
attentions less and less, Mrs. John- 
son, always an alert and active 
woman, began to transfer some of 


her energy to civic and club affairs. 

The Johnsons’ marriage had 
been happy. But, like many, their 
interests had never seemed to co- 
incide all around. That was espe- 
cially true, it seemed to Mr. John- 
son, of his work. Mrs. Johnson had 
always made what he called “‘prop- 
er noises’’ of interest—but no more 
When she started her club work, he 
found himself thinking: “If only 
she could devote some of that en- 
ergy to helping me.” 

A successful middle-manage- 
ment official in a large company, 
Mr. Johnson had always wanted to 
have his own business, to stop com- 
muting, to lead a quiet, independ- 
ent small-town life. But he'd never 
felt able to make the break. Vague- 
ly he’d thought what he needed 
was not merely encouragement 
from his wife, but active help and 
partnership. And the fact of the 
matter, he admitted later, was 
not so much that he resented 
Mrs. Johnson’s failure to help; he 
thought she didn’t have the ability. 

Quite unexpectedly, the prob- 
lem for the Johnsons came to a 
head when she entered menopause. 
After examining Mrs. Johnson, the 
doctor sat down with Johnson. 
He explained to him the facts 
about the menopause, reassuring 
him, in the process, that, if any- 
thing, Mrs. Johnson was likely to 
emerge as a happy, emotionally 
stable, mentally alert, and possibly 
even more capable woman. 

“She will,” the doctor said, 
“probably be president of every 
club in town. Unless, maybe, you 
start that long-dreamed-about 
business of yours and get her inter- 
ested in it.” 

The germ of an idea placed 
there by the doctor took a little 
time to sprout in Mr. Johnson’s 
mind, but today the couple, joint- 
ly, are proprietors of an extremely 
successful enterprise. 


, = may not want to go into 
business for yourself, with your 
wife as partner. But even if you 
don’t, it’s still important to recog- 
nize your wife’s capabilities, her 
increasing freedom now to make 
use of them outside the home, and 
to encourage her to look forward 
to new activities. 

“For married women of the 
past,” Dr. Esther Loring Richards 
points out, “middle life left lite to 
do. Children married and went 
away. Husbands settled into ruts 
and inactivity. Thanks to the 
changed status of woman in this 
generation, middle !ife has been re- 
lieved of its dull monotony. Today, 
the woman of 50 need not find her- 
self lost and useless.” 


She need not—and, in by far

Fried Chicken 


Here’s how chicken in the picture on 
page 62 was fixed 

Rub seasoned flour into pieces of 
chicken. For each pound of chick- 
en, mix 4 cup enriched flour, 1 
teaspoon paprika, 14 teaspoon 
salt, and about 'g teaspoon pepper. 
Heat enough fat in a heavy skillet 
to give a depth of about '4 inch. A 
drop of water should sizzle when 
temperature of fat is just hot 
enough. Start meaty pieces first, 
slipping less meaty pieces in be- 
tween as chicken browns. Avoid 
crowding; use two skillets if nec- 
essary. As soon as chicken begins 
to brown (takes about 10 minutes), 
reduce heat, and cook slowly till 
tender, 30 to 60 minutes, depend- 
ing on size of pieces. Cover tightly 
as soon as chicken is a light, uni- 
form tan. Turn 2 or 3 times with 2 
spoons or fork and spoon to brown 
and cook evenly. Avoid piercing 
with fork. Add 1 to 2 tablespoons 
water before covering, especially if 
pan cannot be covered tightly, or if 
bird is heavier than 3 pounds. Un- 
cover last 15 minutes to recrisp 
skin if desired. The liver and pre- 
cooked heart, gizzard, and neck 
may be floured and browned with 
chicken the last 15 minutes. (Sim- 
mer neck, heart, and gizzard 1 
hour in seasoned water.)

seemed like a dreadful offense, and 
he hustled right down to put it 
right. I doubt if it will ever happen 
to him again. 

Be pleased if your child likes to 
read the papers. Let him be in- 
terested in the local elections, the 
new bridge, what children in other 
schools are doing. Show him the 
oddities in the news and discuss 
with him what he reads. 


I your youngster has no hobby, 
help him to find one. The more 
interests he can handle adequately, 
the better. The only thing to watch 
out for is a tendency to take up a 
new thing with great interest, then 
drop it. A child who does this 
should be helped to stay with a 
hobby as long as possible. It may 
take some extra inducement or 
reward to keep him at it. 

A youngster should be taught 
that there are two kinds of knowl- 
edge: the kind you have in your 
head, and the more important 
knowledge that you can find when 
you want it. Encourage him to use 
the library. The best way to an- 
swer questions is to say, ““Let’s find 
out,”’ and then show him how to 
find it for himself. Long before 
high school, he should be familiar 
with dictionary and encyclopedia. 

Be brave enough yourself to let 
your children adventure beyond 
your own neighborhood. Let them 
go places alone after charting their 
way on a street map. 

At a recent Scout Jamboree, I 
heard a man criticize such organi- 
zations because the “‘kids get too 
independent—grow up too soon.”

Once we were under 
way, the rough sea sloshed waves over the entire deck. 
We pulled our raincoats tight and tasted salt as the spray 
blew in our faces. At each weir the men, leaning over the 
side of the boat, dragged the great net up with a seething 
mass of fish. One time, a sudden earthquake occurred in 
the nets. Our hosts began bellowing—the boat listed— 
everyone excitedly rushed to the same side. Things hap- 
pened fast. The “earthquake” frothed the water, shook 
the fish, sent them flying through the air, and hit the 
boat with a wham. 


One of the fishermen seized a long-handled gaff and 
swung it far over the side. Another hit at something tre- 
mendous with a sledge hammer. It took three men to 
haul aboard the largest fish I had ever seen—a 300- 
pound tuna. 

At Provincetown, great baskets were lowered to haul 
up the fish. While waiting for the boat to return to 
Truro, we enjoyed delicious tongues and cheeks (cod— 
lest you wonder) at a waterfront restaurant, and con- 
cluded that ours was a lucky turnoff from the highway.

“Put ‘er there, pal!'’ Here's the best way to teach your pup to shake hands 


By Rassell K. Lowry 


How can I teach my pup to 
shake hands?—G. K., Texas. 

Set the pup down; insert his 
nght paw in the loop end of his 
leash. Raise the leash to bring up 
the paw,-at the same moment com- 
manding “Shake hands!” (Every 
trick should have a word symbol, 
which the dog can recognize from 
its tone.) Grasp the paw and give 
it a gentle shake; then pat and 
praise the pup as though he were a 
great hero. Practice this 8 or 10 
times a day. Pretty soon, the pup 
will “‘shake”’ at sound of your com- 
mand, without benefit of the leash. 


We have a purebred female Collie 
7 months old. She looks awfully 
small, compared to other Collies. 
How long does a dog continue grow- 
ing? Is there anything we can do? 
—P.F. T., Wisconsin. 

All dogs continue growing up to 
the time they mature, usually at 12 
months. To the daily food dish, 
add 1 teaspoon of cod-liver oil. 
This will stimulate growth of those 
big bones and teeth which a Collie 
should have. 


My dog's stools are always well 
formed in the morning, but toward 
evening they get very runny. It is 
a daily occurence. He is 2 years old 
and otherwise healthy. How can I 
overcome the trouble?—Mrs. J. J.

To overcome the loose stools, in- 
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clude 2 to 3 tablespoons of cottage 


cheese in your dog’s daily ration. 
Repeat as needed.

There must 
be some way to deal with this situa- 
tion.— Mrs. 4.

The dog, incidentally, is right.

or disrupt the cell itself. Kill 
enough of the body cells, and you 
have a dead patient, instead of 
a sick one. 

Today the virus successes of anti- 
biotics, limited though they are, 
have changed this attitude. What 
every parent prays for is a drug to 
cure polio, the most dreaded virus 
of all. No responsible scientist will 
now say that such a drug is-im- 
possible. Far distant, perhaps, or 
maybe closer than we think. I put 
the question to Dr. Ray Patelski of 
the Pfizer staff 

“Certainly a polio drug is not 
impossible,’ he said emphatically. 
He hesitated for a minute. ‘““We 
will lick this polio thing—some- 
day.” 


Faken he was thinking of the 
many soil samples that are screened 
daily by Pfizer workers. They come 
in from Tanganyika, Mongolia, 
Copenhagen—from airplane _pi- 
lots, missionaries, industrial out- 
posts, government officials who 
spoon up a pinch of soil, put it in an 
envelope, and send it back to 
Brooklyn. The same process goes 
on in a dozen other centers of anti- 
biotic research. Right now there 
are several new antibiotics which 
promise to revolutionize the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis. 

Streptomycin is the most effec- 
tive TB antibiotic in general use 
In fact, 70 percent of streptomycin 
production is used in tuberculosis 
cases. It has two grave handicaps: 
Its use is not without risk, espe- 
cially in large and prolonged dos- 
age. Germs build up resistance to 
it. Viomycin, a recent discovery, 
is now being tested against tuber- 
culosis. 

But what may turn out to be far 
and away the best antituberculosis 
drug is still a prisoner of the Pfizer 
laboratory. It has a name-—my- 
comycin—and it has a brilliant 
laboratory record in the cure of tu- 
berculosis in animal subjects. At 
the moment, it is only a glowing 
promise because it is so unstable 
(as were the earliest penicillin 
products) that it loses potency over- 
night unless kept in a freezer. One 
doctor wryly remarked that “My- 
comycin would be the best treat- 
ment for tuberculosis I ever heard 
of, if we could only keep the patient 
in a freezer.” 


W hat happens when you swallow 
an antibiotic? As Dr. Walsh 
McDermott puts it, you buy time 
for your body to build defenses. 
The best evidence is that the drugs 
do this by interfering with the 
germ’s enzyme systems. It would 
take months to assimilate a 
meal—if you ever did—without 
the help of digestive enzymes 
which speed the process. To ac- 
complish the same miracle of con- 
version, a chemist would have to 
distill food in a vacuum, subject it 
to hundred degree temperatures, 
break it up with acids and alkalies, 
and even then he couldn’t match 
your own enzymatic miracle of di-

Antibiotics apparently stop 
these systems. They don’t actually 
kill the germ, as does carbolic acid. 
They merely starve it, in effect. 

Probably every antibiotic is 
slightly different in the enzyme 
systems it attacks in germs. Thus, 
many doctors feel that we won't 
reach the ultimate in antibiotics 
until we give them in mixture 
say, a little penicillin, a little 
aureomycin, a little terramycin. 
Theoretically, the shotgun mixture 
would hit different germs. The ones 
penicillin missed would be stopped 
by terramycin, and so on. 


| = controversial, but of pro- 
found implication to your own 
family health problems, is the mild 
conflict that is now brewing be- 
hind the scenes. It has to do with 
over-the-counter sales of antibi- 
otics. Now you can only get them 
—at least that’s the principle—on 
prescription from your doctor. 
That's the way it was with anti- 
histamines until, a year ago, they 
burst into over-the-counter sale as 
cold preventives. 

There are sound reasons on both 
sides as to why, or why not, anti- 
biotics shouldn’t be available to 
anybody who asks for them in a 
drugstore. Any kind of self-dosage 
is dangerous, for the layman doesn’t 
know why he’s sick. Even if he does 
have an infection they hit, he’s 
likely to stop treatment after symp- 
toms subside, where the doctor 
would realize the body has to buy 
more time to prevent a relapse. 
Concurrent disease might be 
masked. And, too, there is a public 
policy angle in that a pill that 
might prevent venereal disease 
could be construed as an aid to 
delinquency. 


O, the other side, there is the ar- 
gument that many common fevers 
and mild infections could be caught 
at the start and routed if antibiotic 
capsules—perhaps a shotgun mix- 
ture—were as much a part of the 
home medicine cabinet as aspirin. 
Harmlessness to the body would 
have to be proved, but except for 
such infrequent and certainly non- 
deadly reactions as nausea, the 
newer antibiotics seem quite in- 
nocuous. At the Mayo Clinic, doc- 
tors learned that if terramycin is 
given with cold milk instead of wa- 
ter, rare reactions of nausea be- 
come even rarer. 


Au antibiotics possess a strange 
quality that has nothing to do 
with disease treatment. They 
stimulate animal growth. Aureo- 
mycin and terramycin induce 
chickens, hogs, and other animals 
to grow bigger, faster, on the same 
amount of food. They don’t devel- 
op into gigantic freaks, but grow 
more quickly to the size nature in- 


tended when minute amounts of 


the antibiotics are added to their 
feed. Whether the drugs contain 
some incredibly powerful growth 
factor, or whether they destroy 
“bad” intestinal bacteria that use 
up vitamins and leave the “good” 
bacteria that actually manufac- 
ture vitamins, is still unknown. 
[he antibiotics have already 
pushed back the legions of death. 


Perhaps they are on the verge of 


giving us new visions of life itself.

Jaly # The beginning of this 
month of heat and weeds and 
whooshing of dust and what not is 
a good time to check up on the gar- 
den. So, while scraping my chin 
this early a. m., I looked out from 
the bathroom window for a peek 
over the barberry hedge and be- 
tween the bushes. What I saw was 
a picture. 

The north end of one of the an- 
nual beds was in plain sight. There 
are rows of two different kinds of 
California poppies covered with 
yellow—as it looked from here, 
though one row is really mixed 
tones. Next is a row of Sweet Briar 
Shirley poppies, in lovely pink. 
Across the path, part of one rose 
bed is seen, while part of another is 
in the background. Calendulas add 
a bold note. 

Last evening’s roundup—or 
maybe I should say line fence rid- 
ing—revealed other pleasing de- 
tails.

I planted my dahlias 
and glads in too big a hurry last 
May. In consequence, I didn’t get 
them planted deep enough 
something I never did in my life 
before. Some of the glads, as they 
grow tall, are falling over. I’m not 
sure what I ought to do about it 
now. I’ve decided to let them 
alone, rather than disturb the 
roots. 


Valy 4 Hottest day of year to date 
and being a holiday, did get out 
early in the morning and operated 
on the last rose bed. Believe it or 
not, just as the dinner bell sounded 
—at noon on this old-fashioned 
suburban plantation—I finished 
the weeding. 

Toward evening, as the sun 
went down, I was out again, weed- 
ing the melons and cucumbers. 
How they are growing! New vines 
nearly a foot long since I dusted 
them the other day. So I whooshed 
them again to get this new growth 
protected. 

Thus, it was a quiet day at home 
for us. As I worked peacefully, the 
only sound was the distant hum of 
traffic over on High Street. Now 
and then I heard the loud whine of 
a siren as the state police hurried 
to some traffic battle. 


Vaty 5 Just ahead of suppertime, 
there I was with hoe in the mum 
bed, giving each plant careful per- 
sonal attention.

South 


Plant glad bulbs during early July 
in Middle and Upper South. Dahlias 
may be planted now. Keep a 4- to 6- 
inch mulch around bases of the plants; 
uniform moisture is essential for con- 
stant growth and flowering. 

Dust azaleas and camellias with dust- 
ing sulfur if red spiders are present, but 
don’t feed. 

Allow roses to become more or less 
dormant in Lower South by witholding 
water. Don’t feed roses in Middle and 
Upper South. Keep on spraying and 
dusting weekly. iW".

Texas-Southwest 

Give gingerlilies plenty of water for 
abundant bloom. Syringe hydrangea 
and azalea plants daily with water this 
time of year—apply when sun is low. 

Sow seed of such annuals as zinnias 
and tithonia for fall bloom. Divide and 
reset Japanese iris. 

Feed waterlilies as soon as they finish 
blooming. An easy way is to wrap small 
amounts of balanced plant food in news-

Look out for brown or dead spots in 
the lawn—there may be root damage 
from such as sod webworm, larvae of 
the May and/or Japanese beetles.

And so it’s fortunate 
that your lawn needs less work 
now, especially if you gave it a 
good spring start. 





114 inches, but the 2-inch height is 
better for average stands of grass 
during hot weather, and lawns in 
shade will benefit if you cut them 
even higher, up to 3 inches. 











How necessary is watering? 
Watering is seldom needed to keep 
grass alive in the hot months. Most 


Weed control never quite lets up. 
Broad-leaved weeds, like dande- 


lion and plantain, will be pretty 
well under control if you used 
2,4-D in spring, but a few will 
spring up even in hot summer. Un- 
less there are many, spraying won’t 
be needed. Just brush the stray 
weeds with a little 2,4-D. 

Crabgrass is another matter. Its 
seedlings are growing and spread- 
ing. Now is the time to kill it to 
keep your lawn looking neat and 
to prevent it from going to seed 
later. Hand pulling is effective on 
small areas, but it’s too tedious for 
more than a very small plot. Crab- 
grass isn’t affected by 2,4-D. The 
quickest way to kill it is with one 
of the chemicals now on the mar- 
ket. Follow directions carefully. 

Remember that a once-over isn’t 
a permanent cure for crabgrass. 
The seeds continue to germinate 
all summer, and so you'll have to 
go over your lawn later to catch 
the late crop. 


Mow your lawn about 2 inches 
high during the hot months. Taller 
grass shades the ground, slowing 
down loss of moisture. Thick, 
healthy lawns can be mowed at 
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lawn grasses stand a good deal of 
drouth and heat without harm. 
They may look dusty and a little 
brown, but the grass is dormant, 
not dead. Cool weather and _ rain 
will turn it green again. 

Hence, the main benefit of wa- 
tering is to keep the lawn green 
and fresh-looking. Only in times of 
prolonged drouth is watering 
needed to keep the grass alive. This 
is especially true if your soil is 
sandy and quick-drying; then even 
a moderate dry spell can harm 
grass. Spring-planted lawns will 
need watering in dry spells. Their 
roots aren’t as deep as those on an 
established lawn and will suffer if 
upper soil dries out. 

When you water, do it thorough- 
ly, letting the moisture soak down 
several inches. Despite what you 
may have heard, watering on a 
sunny day does not burn the grass. 
On the contrary, it is usually safer 
than evening watering, because 
moisture and cool night air may 
promote the growth of fungus dis- 
eases. However, most of us have to 
run that small risk because day 
watering isn’t always possible.

aly 29 David and I were plant- 
ing iris tonight. We dug some of the 
old clumps, divided and reset them 
in a new bed. I squished any iris 
borer I'd find, cut out any rot, and 
dipped each rhizome in copper 
carbonate to check rot. An order of 
new varieties has come, and these 
were set out too. This included 
some originated by Mrs. Whiting 
of Iowa. One is Blue Rhythm, a 
lovely light blue.

How to rediscover 


the most of the inspiration and understanding 
that can be obtained from battlefield visiting. 
Suppose, for instance, you are planning a trip 
down U.S. 29 through the Carolinas. Your road 
map will show you that a turnoff of only a couple 
of miles on this road will take you to the battle- 
field of Cowpens. Read up on it a little before- 
hand in your highway maps, in a guidebook of 
the region, or in one of the free battlefield folders 
you can get by writing to the National Park 
Service, Department of the Interior, Washing- 
ton, D. C. Plan a brief stop. At Cowpens, as at 
many other battlefield parks, you’ll find a place 
to eat, leaflets, and guides. Cowpens guides will 
tell you the story of how foxy old Dan Morgan, 
“The Wagoner of the Alleghenies,” beat the 
British by telling his first line of troops to run 
away. 


For every battlefield is a place of legend, and 
often of legends that have rarely seen print. At 
Gettysburg, which is so truly a place of dedica- 
tion, you will find, just north of the spot where 
Pickett’s charge was broken, a monument bear- 
ing the grave, sad face of Abraham Lincoln, and 
the Gettysburg Address he pronounced there. 
But few books will tell you, as every guide can, 
that Secretary of State Seward told everyone the 
speech was a failure after Lincoln had made it. 

When you visit any historic battlefield you can 
see for yourself not only what went on, but how 
things occurred, and why great men decided as 
they did in moments of crisis. Every battlefield 
has a story. Retracing it on the spot is like visiting 
a place where there are friends to welcome you— 
friends who made the history of our nation. 
Moreover, your whole family will share the rich

Battle Above the Clouds brought North control of Lookout Mountain. From 
Point Park you can trace the bloody and prolonged struggle for Chattanooga 


pleasure of discovering for themselves and describing for 
others places always inspiring and often little known. 

At San Pasqual in California, for example, you can see the 
only spot in America where horsemen armed with nothing 
but lances won a victory over infantrymen armed with guns. 
(The battle was in 1847, the horsemen were Mexicans, and 
it was the only battle they won.) 

Like many other historic battlefields, San Pasqual lies on 
a main-traveled road (California 78 in this instance), and a 
few minutes’ stgpover to read the markers and visualize the 
Mexican lancers in full charge may turn a tiresome day into 
one to talk about long afterward. 


Nearly all the major battlefields of America have now 
been made into parks, with tablets indicating the points of 
interest and some form of guide service available. There are 
nearly always picnic tables and sometimes even places to 
camp, as along U.S. 4, north out of Albany, where one can 
spend a whole vacation on one of the most historic travel 
routes of the world. 

Literature as well as history is with you in the country of 
Francis Parkman, James Fenimore Cooper, John Fiske, and

Benedict Arnold was still a hero when Revolution’s outcome was de- 





cided by Saratog 


. The battlefield, abounding with relics and legends, 


is 25 miles north of Albany—between Stillwater and Schuylerville 


interest will be Saratoga battlefield, 
25 miles north of Albany, now a 
National Historical Park. 

Saratoga has one monument 
worth going a long way to see. 
It stands at the northern end of the 
field, where the Hessians held a 
redoubt, anchoring the right wing 
of the British line. 


The Americans stormed that 
redoubt in the second of the two 
battles at Saratoga, and the loss 
finished the British army. It sur- 
rendered on October 12, 1777, five 
days later, thus insuring the French 
alliance and the independence of 
the United States. The monu- 
ment thus commemorates a key 
moment, but it bears no inscrip- 
tion, and the only figure on it is 
that of a boot. Why? The guide 
will tell you it is because the boot 
belonged to Benedict Arnold, and 
the stone marks the spot where he 
was shot through the leg as he led 
the blazing charge. Three years 
later he turned traitor, so the 
wounded leg was honored, and the 
rest of the man forgotten. 

You can be your own guide at 
Saratoga if you wish. The best way 
to see it is perhaps on foot, with a 
basket lunch, following the line 
taken by Dan Morgan’s back- 
woodsmen in their circuit from the 
American lines to break the 
British flank. There are good 
markers, and small depressions re- 
main to show where the redoubts 
were. Redoubts, you learn, are 
outworks, usually U-shaped and 
open at the back, so if they are 
taken, defenders can keep anyone 


This is a historic town, too. Twice 
little navies of row galleys were 
built here to contest the lake 
against the British. One of the 
ships, Benedict Arnold’s gunboat 
Philadelphia, was raised from the 
bottom of Lake Champlain near 
Plattsburg in 1935 and is now on 
display on Route 22 between 
Essex and Willsboro. 

On the other route you stay with 
U.S. 4 up to Lake George Village 
and lake. Here is more history. On 
a mound overlooking the very foot 
of the lake stands old Fort William 
Henry, famous in the French and 
Indian wars. A bronze tablet tells 
the tragic story of the fort’s cap- 
ture by the French under Mont- 
calm in 1757. Cooper made a fine 
story of it in The Last of the Mohi- 
cans, how the British and Colonials 
were to be allowed to retreat un- 
molested to Fort Edward, and how 
Montcalm’s Indian allies attacked 
the refugees on the march. 


“There are sight-seeing boats on 
Lake George, and if you really 
want to get a taste of history, you 
can even rent a canoe and make the 
trip down the lake exactly as Mont- 
calm made it. All the islands in 
Lake George and much of the 
ground along the shores are part of 
a state forest reserve in which tour- 
ists are welcome. The rangers, 
camped halfway down, will gladly 
tell you the legends—such as that 
of the Indian Kettles, huge drum- 
like projections of rock, which 
boom as though they are being 
beaten by the ghosts of the Algon-

is more legend; the story 
of how Ethan Allen burst in on a 
startled British officer at midnight 
and demanded surrender “In the 
name of the Great Jehovah and the 
Continental Congress!” He got the 
fort and the guns with which 
George Washington later won Bos- 
ton from the British. 

When you are visiting any old 
fortification, it’s fun to ask your- 
self what kind of enemies were 
expected against it and how they 
were armed. The muskets of the 
days of Fort Ticonderoga’s glory 
would not carry into it from the 
opposite heights, so the only guns 
to fear were those aboard ships— 
or so everybody thought until the 
British in 1777 painfully dragged 
one single cannon up the oppo- 
site mountain, and so forced the 
place to surrender. 


Beyona Ticonderoga, U.S. 9 (or 
a steamer on the lake) carries you 
past Crown Point, another outpost 
from Indian days down through 
the Revolution, up to another of 
the most famous battle sites in 
America at Plattsburg. There are 
monuments on the parade ground 
there, but the real fighting took 
place out on the water on Septem- 
ber 16, 1814, when a badly out- 
gunned American fleet awaited the 
attack of the British, while a 
British army 11,000 strong stood 
ready to brush aside the 1,500 
Americans who stood in its path. 
The first British shot tore open a 
chicken coop from which a rooster 
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leaped to a gun barrel to flap his 
wings and crow while the Ameri- 
can sailors cheered, accepting it as 
a sign of victory. A victory it was, 
too, every British ship taken, but 
only after a fifth of the winning 
crews were killed or wounded, in- 
cluding their commodore, Thomas 
MacDonough. MacDonough was 
knocked clear across the deck when 
a cannon ball took off the head of 
a man in front of him and dashed 
it in his face. 


Bhcyond Plattsburg, if you are 
going up to Canada, you will find 
one of the oddest forts in the world. 
It has never been known as any- 
thing but Fort Blunder. It was 
built long after the War of 1812, at 
enormous expense, as a defense for 
the northern frontier—and not un- 
til it was completed did the build- 
ers discover they had planted it on 
Canadian soil. 

The Chickamauga-Chattanooga 
area straddles the line where Ten- 
nessee meets Georgia. Two tre- 
mendous battles were fought with- 
in the confines of the National 
Battlefield Park there. That at 
Chickamauga was one of the 
bloodiest in American history or 
any history. Chattanooga itself is a 
road center, where today U.S. 41, 
U.S. 11, and U.S. 27 come to- 
gether. (This strategic location is 
one of the reasons why it was im- 
portant in the Civil War.) 


The National Park Service ad- 
vises you to begin your visit by 
driving up the scenic slopes of 
Lookout Mountain to Point Park. 
(Or you can ride up on the world’s 
steepest incline railway.) This is 
the peak taken by Fighting Joe 
Hooker’s men of the Union XX 
Corps in the strange and spectacu-

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Mulch before 
you vacation 


Tes no fun to leave town on your 
vacation and then worry about 
how things are getting along at 
home. It’s no use going off to see 
the sights if the prettiest spots set 
you wondering whether the vege- 
tables are drying up and how your 
expensive new evergreens are 
coming. 

Don’t say, “Come over and 
squirt the hose around if it gets too 
hot, will you, Bill?’’ In the first 
place, Neighbor Bill will just nat- 
urally squirt the hose on his own 
things before he ambles over to 
water yours. Evenings are short, 
and precious little good is done a 
parched garden by a hurried once- 
over in a race with the dark. You 
can play safe by giving your gar- 
den a mulch before you leave. 

For a summer mulch, the sur- 
face of the soil should be covered in 
such a way that the ground doesn’t 
bake and crack and lose the mois- 
ture brought up from below by 
capillary action. By mulching, you 
conserve what you already have. 
Material used for summer mulches 
should rest on the soil, not be dug 
into it until fall. 


Dust mulch for vegetables. 
This is the best most of us can af- 
ford, though the proud owner of a 
prize vegetable plot may insist on 
laying straw, chopped hay, or even 
mulching paper between the rows 
before being dragged off by his 
family on a midsummer vacation 
trip. ; 


A scuffle hoe and pronged culti- 
vator are two of the best tools to 
use for a dust mulch. They don’t 
dig deeply but leave that desired 
inch of detached soft soil blanket- 
ing the firm soil below. 

In fact, a dust mulch is always 
good if formed carefully around

shallow-rooting plants. The rub, 
for vacationists, comes if a down- 
pour of rain wipes it out the night 
you leave. 


Grass clippings, alone or mixed 
with partially rotted leaves, will do 
admirably as a mulch for new-set 
trees and shrubs. If you remem- 
bered to leave the soil around each 
one shaped in a shallow basin to 
catch and hold rain water and that 
from the hose, so much the better. 
Fill this or cover ground out as far 
as the tops overhang. 

Grass clippings have brought 
many a plant through a desperate 
drouth. If applied a layer at a time, 
so that they dry out a bit between, 
they build up into an excellent 
springy mulch—3 inches is none 
too deep. 


Mutiching peat in the size marked 
“litter” is exactly the thing to 
spread 1 to 2 inches deep under all 
your new evergreens. Eventually it 
can be worked into the soil. But for 
this season and next it makes a 
clean and durable mulch that 
takes the force of the hose when 
you’re at home and does its duty as 
a mulch when you're not. 

It is inconspicuous, weed-free, 
and can be put on at any time. 


Sphagnum moss, shredded red- 
wood bark, or peatmoss—granu- 
lated or “‘litter” size—for peren- 
nials. Use them for daylilies, phlox- 
and -plantainlilies in particular. 
These all have feeding roots close 
to the surface, where they’re in 
danger from the hoe and from be- 
ing laid bare by washing. 

Sphagnum moss is that stringy 
moss that comes wrapped around 
plants when they’ve been shipped 
from a distance. Florists use quan- 
tities of it because it has a marvel- 
ous ability to hold water. Save 
every wad, and when a little free 
time shows up, snip it into 2-inch 
lengths to lay around your plan- 
tainlilies and phlox. Then sift a 
little soil over it, and you won’t be 
bothered by exploring birds. They 
do get inquisitive sometimes if you 
tempt them with mats of the uncut 
sphagnum. 


Peatmoss ier rese beds. Use 
the granulated peatmoss here, if 
possible. It can either be worked 
into the soil later on, or, if your 
budget is small, scraped off and 
saved to use over again. 


Leaimold, compost, and peatmoss 
are what wildflowers, ferns, and the 
lily-of-the-valley bed need. The 
leafmold and compost for mulch- 
ing need not be screened. In fact, 
it’s better if it isn’t—more porous. 

The “‘fine milled” grade of peat- 
moss sifts in among delicate plants 
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and ferns with as little disturbance 
as anything you can use, although 
both the granulated and litter sizes 
can be used with good results. 


Straw fer berries. Or shredded 
cane if that’s cheaper in your com- 
munity. Either makes an airy 
mulch that keeps down excess 
evaporation without choking the 
soil. With everbearing strawberries 
such a groundcover is practically a 
necessity. For raspberries and 
blackberries it is an attention that 
pays you big dividends. 


Bean vines for general summer 
mulching of perennial beds in 
southern California gardens are, of 
course, widely accepted, and to- 
bacco stems are plentiful in the 
Southe st. Both can be used for all 
of your mulching except, perhaps, 
on the rock garden. 


Gravel or stone chips in care- 
fully laid collars have brought 
many a small aristocrat of the rock 
garden through not only a fickle 
winter but a trying summer as well. 
Both gravel and stone chips have 
the advantage of being less con- 
spicuous in a rock garden than 
other mulchirg materials. 


Temporary mulches are advis- 
able when the garden’s not going 
to be on display. A swirl of burlap 
around the base of a new-set tree, 
tall weeds, stout wrapping paper, 
held down by a few trowelfuls of 
soil, and excelsior; all these will 
serve you well in your absence, 
although they’re admittedly blots 
on the landscape to be snatched up 
as soon as you're home again. 
And though it’s not a true 
mulch, don’t forget to hoist a tent 
of loosely woven burlap bagging 
over your small seedlings before 
you start away. If you tie it to stout 
stakes 18 inches or so high at the 
corners of the bed, they'll get 
plenty of air but be in no danger 
of sunstroke, hail, or beating rain.

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lar “Battle Above the Clouds.” 

There’s a 10-cent admission 
charge to go out on the point, but 
from it you get one of the most 
spectacular views in America. The 
Tennessee River swings a double- 
S curve below, around the tip of 
Moccasin Bend. The leaflets and 
park ranger will help you figure 
out the whole campaign. 


To the right of the city, as you 
stand on Lookout Mountain, runs 
the long range of Missionary 
Ridge. There are drives across and 
along it now, with a reservation 
bearing the name of General Sher- 
man at the northern end of the 
mountain, where he tried to out- 
flank the main Confederate line. 
From this point it is easy to see 
General Grant’s plan—to keep 
Hooker in position on Lookout 
Mountain where you stand, threat- 
ening the Confederate left, Thom- 
as in the city opposite their center, 
while Sherman was to surprise the 
enemy right by crossing the loop of 
the river as if he were withdrawing, 
then crossing it again to attack. 
The trees are as thick now as in 
1863; you can see how they hid 
from Sherman the fact that there 
was a deep ravine which stopped 
his attack. But what you cannot 
see is how Thomas’ troops, orde 
to attack only the Confederaie 
trenches at the base of Missionary 
Ridge, went shouting and madly 
singing, right up its slopes in the 
face of the Confederate cannon. 
Chickamauga battlefield is part 
of the same battlefield park, just 
over the Georgia line down U.S. 
27 from Chattanooga. It’s impor- 
tant to remember that Chicka- 
mauga preceded the fighting at 
Chattanooga proper. It was the 
Confederate victory here on Sep- 
tember 20, 1863, that forced the 
Union army to hole up in Chatta- 
nooga. At the northern entrance to 
the battle park is a museum with 
maps, relics, pictures, and informa- 
tion for self-guided tours. You 
must stop here and there among 
the drives and look out to realize 
that the most important feature of 
this great battle was the confusion 
on both sides. 


The story is one of the strangest 
in military history. Union General 
Rosecrans (a rather strange man 
himself—he used to wire priests 
and ministers all over the North to 
pray for him on the day before a 
battle) was riding along behind 
lines closely locked in battle when 
he thought he saw a regiment out 
of position. He hastily told Staff 
Officer Bond to have “General 
Wood close that gap.”’ Bond hur- 
riedly wrote Wood an order to 
close up on the division of General 
Reynolds; but he did not remem- 
ber and could not see that Rey- 
nolds was half a mile away. When 
Wood’s men moved, then, they 
left a vast gap in the center of the 
Union line, just as when in football 
a defensive lineman pulls out of 
position by mistake. 

Through that gap the Confed- 
erates rushed by thousands to carry

two-thirds of the Union army from 
the field in rout. That army would 
have been destroyed but for the 
tremendous stand made by Gener- 
al Thomas on Snodgrass Hill, far 
into moonlight, with the defenders 
driving back the last assault by the 
bayonet when their ammunition 
was all gone. The spot where 
Thomas cocked his pistol to earn 
the name of “The Rock of Chicka- 
mauga”™’ can be reached by car. 


The are such memorials, such 
stories, around every battlefield of 
America. When you're in Charles- 
ton, for instance, take the boat out 
to Fort Sumter and see whether 
you cannot, in imagination, re- 
cover the emotion of that hour 
when the first bombshell split the 
dark of an April morning and the 
Civil War began. Only recently 
army men with mine detectors 
have found some of those bomb- 
shells still “‘live’’ under the parade 
ground at Sumter. Or across the 
harbor to Fort Moultrie and re- 
member the days of 1776, when a 
British fleet was sent reeling back 
with shattered ships and bloody 
decks by Carolinians firing from 
behind palmetto-log ramparts no- 
body thought would stand. 

Or stop off on U.S. 79 (or take a 
short excursion west off Alternate 
U.S. 41) at Fort Donelson, on the 
Cumberland River west of Nash- 
ville. A rolling, wooded park over- 
looking the river marks the first 
great Union victory of the Civil 
War where General Grant earned 
his nickname by his famous “‘Un- 
conditional surrender!” order. You 
can almost see Grant’s gunboats 
coming around a bend in the river 
to be repulsed by Confederate bat- 
teries on the high bluff where you 
stand. Today the place is quiet, 
with picnic tables overlooking a 
dam and locks on the Cumberland. 
There’s a legend here about how 
General Grant made Lieutenant 
Wickfield eat the pie. Just before 
the battle he went to a farmhouse 
and ate everything in it but one 
pie. Grant had been trying to teach 
his men that Union soldiers were 
not to live off the country, and this 
was a good chance to bring the les- 
son home. He sent Wickfield back 
with an escort of 100 cavalry to eat 
the pie in public and pay for it, 
too. 


I. is not often that battlefield 
legend has as light a touch as this. 
At Fredericksburg the trenches of 
the 1862 battle lie overgrown with 
grass, and you can look down the 
hills toward the river while some- 
one tells you how Union soldiers 
who knew the attack to be hopeless 
pinned slips of paper with their 
names and a last message on their 
uniforms. At Chancellorsville, the 
story is of Union General Hooker, 
how he was stunned when a can- 
non ball hit the porch pillar against 
which he was leaning, and how, 
only half-recovered, he gave orders 
nobody could understand. 

There is a similar tale connected 
with the Second Battle of Manas- 
sas, whose site has now been made 
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stale air by day

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into a splendid National Battle- 
field Park, just off U.S. 1, with an 
electric map, a fine diorama, and 
projectors to tell the story of the 
two battles in historic sequence. It 
was here that General King of the 
Union had a fit in the midst of the 
battle. 


A: Malvern Hill (be sure to take 
Virginia 5 out of Richmond; U.S. 
60, the main road, will miss the 
place) you will see the terraces 
against which Lee’s men launched 
their attacks in 1861; but you will 
also be seeing the place where 
“The Battle Hymn of the Repub- 
lic” was first sung—by a Massachu- 
setts regiment in the night, after 
the fighting had died down. 

At the Castillo de San Marcos, 
a National Monument at St. Au- 
gustine, Florida, you will be stand- 
ing in the oldest complete fort in 
the United States—complete with 
moat, drawbridge, and dungeon. 
Built originally by the Spanish in 
1672, it was never captured, 
though besieged three times by the 
British. You can peer into the dim 
dungeon where Osceola, famed 
chief of the Seminoles, was im- 
prisoned after his capture in 1835. 


I you’re at New Orleans, drive 
southward behind the levee to 
Chalmette Historical Park. The 
battle there was on January 8, 

1815, two weeks after the War of 1812 
had ended! It is a pretty spot today, 

all open, not complex like most 
battlefields, with only a shallow de- 
pression lined by moss-covered ° 
liveoaks where Andrew Jackson 
rode along the single line of trench 
toward which the British regulars 
were advancing. 

For its memories and implica- 
tions, this is perhaps the most ro- 
mantic battlefield of all, for in that 
trench was the motleyest collection 
ever called an army, a true cross- 
section of the people who made 
America.

Civil War battlefields in Virginia: Prac- 
tically all the major Eastern battles of 
the Civil War were fought in the area 
between Washington and Rich- 
mond, and are incorporated in Na- 
tional Battlefield or Military Parks. 
Manassas (the two Battles of Bull 
Run) has a large museum, with a 
new diorama. Trenches can be seen 
at Fredericksburg, and the scene of 
the battle there and at nearby Chan- 
cellorsville is well marked. Richmond 
has the Confederate capitol, with 
many fortifications and exhibits, both 
around the city and in nearby Peters- 
burg. In Petersburg there are some 
of the old fortress guns in position, as 
well as restored trenches and ex- 
hibits. The McLean house, at Ap- 
pomattox Court House, where Lee

Keep dormers slender, or to the rear 


Dormers have one purpose, and one purpose alone: to 
let light and air into attic space. 

For that reason a dormer should be only slightly larger 
than the window opening it encloses, and if possible that 
opening should have only one window in it. A wide 
dormer with only one window makes a house look top- 
heavy. If you must have more than one window in a 
dormer, build your upstairs wall directly above the first- 
floor wall. And put that dormer on the back of the house. 

The illustration marked “‘wrong”’ above shows dormers 
that are too heavy and bulbous for the house. House 
marked “‘better’’ has dormers more properly scaled to the 
shape of the house. Illustrations below show how much 
more attractive a house can be when the roof on the 
street side is uncluttered by dormers. Broad dormer at 
the rear (upper drawing) provides better light and air.
